The Clerk of the Court of Impeachment is hereby ORDERED to send certified copies of
this order to all counsel of record, to make this order available to all Senators participating in the
trials of impeachment, and to record this order in the Journal of the Court of Impeachment under
Rule 6 of the Senate Impeachment Rules.
